Peck vs. Chas. P. Cheuteau— Evidence 
ef Ellis N. Leeds— few Did Mr. 
Chonteau Obtain the 
Bonds? 


The depositions in the gutt of Chas. H. Peck 
against Chas. P. Chouteau were resumed this 
morning before Notary Renshaw at the office 


of Jesse B. Woodward, attorney 
for Mr. Peck. Both plaintiff and 
defendant were present, the latter 


with hia counsel, Judge George A. Madill. A 
great deal of discussion has arisen in business 
circles since the filing ot Mr. Peck’s suit. The 
whole controversy may be stated in a few 
werds. During the running of the Vulcan 
Iron-worke the directors found them- 
selves in need of money from 


time to time to keep the works in 
operations Ohas. P. Cnouteau kept the con- 
cera supplied down to the period of suspen: 
sion. Sometime priorthereto the directors 
resolved to raise $200,000 for: various purposes, 
and a resolution was passed to sell nds to 
that a mount or to use them as 
collateral the accommodation in- 
dorsements of individual stockholders. 
Atthe same time a resolution was adopted 
appointing Chas. P. Chouteau and Ellis N. 
Leeds trustees tor the security of the accom- 
modation indorsers,and they were directed to 
take charge of the bonds to 
be used as collateral for the stockholders, 
indorsements. Subsequentiy the indorsers 
agreed to te iu settlement of the com- 
pany’s indebtedness tothem on the indorsed 
paper. The general impression was that the 
trustees held 200 of the bonds of the value of 
$1,000 each as security for the indorsers. When 
the settlement came it was found that therewere 
only 78 bonds in the Vault. The trustees were 
called to account, and then the information 
cropped out that Mr. Charles P. Chouteau nad 
received 100 bonds for money advanced to the 
company, or, in other words, he 
held 100 ponds for an antece- 
dent indebtedness. The indorsers, expecting 
to pro rate on the basis of 200 bonds, wanted 
Mr. Onouteau to surrender the 100 bonds, and 
he agreed to do so if they allowed his claim of 
$140,000 for moneys previously advanced the 


company, to enter in the computation 
for pro rata settlement. In addition 
to this he was an indorser 


on the accommodation paper to the extent of 
25,000. On the basis of settlement with 78 
—— he was entitled to 16 of them in respect 
of his indorsed paper. On the basis of 
settlement with the 100 bonds which 
he proposed to surrender he was 
entitled to recetve 102 bonds in respect of the 
company’s total indebtedness to him. Mr. 
Peck takes the position that, Mr. Chouteau 
having received 100 bonds for an an- 
tecedent unsecured indebtedness, it was 
a gross breach of trust to appropriate 
that numper ot bonds from those held in trust 
for security ofthe accommodation indorsers, 
and, figuring out Mr. Uhouteau’s share in the 
pro rata settiement among the indorsers and 
giving credit therefor, he contencs that Mr. 
Chouteau still holds eighty-six bonds belong 
ing to the trust deposit which he ought to dis- 


gorge. 

The witness before Notary Renshaw to-day 
was 

ELLIS N. LEEDS, 

who testified: I am in the insurance business 
at present, I was a director in the Vulcan 
Iron-works. After the suspension I declined 
to run again. In May 1875. a mil 
lion dollars’ worth of bonds were issued. 
A resolution was subsequently passed to se- 
cure indorsers for accommodation paper. 
Mr. Woodward asked witness to state the ob- 
jectof the resolution, to wnich Judge Madill 
0 d. Notary Renshaw said that the object 
as expressed in the resolution could ke stated. 

Examination resumed; Mr. Chouteau and I 
were appointed as trustees to take charge of 
the bonds. At the time we examined them we 
found 178 bonds on hand. We gave a receipt 
ro the secretary, reciting the number of bonds 
andthe number of each bond. 

Mr. Woodward—What was the wording of 
that tang 

Judge Madill objected. The receipt would 
show for itself. 

Mr. Woodward said that the company had 


pot produced the receipt. Every 
effort was made to get it from 
the secretary, O. L. Garribon, and 
it had not been produced. 


Examination resumed: The purport of tt 
was that we tound 178 bonds in the vault. Mr. 
Chouteau drew it up and signed it, and I 
signed it. The receipt was written 
at the Safe Deposit. The secretary, O. L. Gar- 
rison, put the bonds back in the vault after we 
had examined them. 

Mr. Wood ward—How — bonds were set 
apart to secure the indorsers 

Answer—I have an impression that there 
were 200 bonds. We found 178 bonds. 
Mr. Chouteau gave no explanation of the 
twenty-two bonds being missing. He had 


taken the bonds for money advanced. We 
found seventy-eight bonds after the 
suspension, and gave the secretary 
a receipt for them. Of course, the 


secretary took a receipt for them; otherwise 
— would not be fit to.be secretary of any- 
thing. 

Mr. Woodward offored a paper whioh 
ported to be the receipt, and it was rea 
evidence. 

Examination continued: Mr. Garrison said 
that he had delivered the hundred bonds up 


ur-

to Mr. Chouteau. He acknowledged that he 
got them. We protested against his keeping 
them, as they were beld in trust. Chouteau 


got them for money loaned. I had no knowl- 
edge that he got them until after the sus- 
pension. 

Mr. Woodward— How many bonds were 
finally divided among the indorsers? 

Witness produced a memorandum showing 
the pro rata settlement, evidence of which has 
already been published. 

Mr. Ohouteau said that he would surrender 
the 100 bonds if the directors would let him iu 
with hie $140,000 of indebtedness. He would 

et on that basis of settlement $86,527 75; 
he indorsers would get $91,472 43. 
He got two bonds on the 78 bond settlement. 
Mr. Chouteau was not the only unsecured credi- 
tor. He gave credit on his unsecurea debt with 


the 86 onde. The indorsers would al! 
have been paid in full if r. Chou- 
teau had not taken the 100 bonds. 


There was a great deal of talk about it among 
the indorsers; they thonght. 
WE HAD NOT KEPT THE TRUST 

by rr to take care of the bonds, 
I protested with the others and thought Unou- 
teau should surrender the bonds. The only 
explanation he made was that 
thecompany owed bim money. He got these 
bonds in fact for an antecedent debt. The pres- 
ident, Mr, Forguson, was not authorized to 
dispose Of an antecedent debt in this way. 

Oross-éxamined: The resolution appointing 
Chouteau and myself trustees in respect of the 
bonds stated that we were to take charge of 
them for security forthe indorser. I do not 
remember that they were committed to 
any others than houtéau and mvselt. 
I can fully remember thé substance of the 
resolution. The matter was pretty strongly 


impressed on my mind. 1 am not clear on 
Gates. The suspension did not take 
place probably kor ghteen months 
after the passage of the resolution. 


The fresolution under which we acted appar- 
ently did not state the number of bonds we 
were to take charge of. The number 200 was 
mentioned in the resolution of the same date 
which authorized the raising of $200,000 for the 
company’s business Dy sale of bonds or use of 
them as collateral for the 
notes indorsed by individual stockholders. 
Chouteau supplied money to the company in 
large sums from time to time. He may pave 
paid to me that 100 bonds had been given to 
him for moneys advanced. I ao not

Another revolution will occar in the police 
department on next Tuesday, when Chief Ken- 
nett will band in his resignation to the Board 
of Commissioners. This move has been under 
consideration for some time, but the publica- 
tion in the PosT-DISPATCH yesterday, was the 
first news to many of those at the head of the 


department. It has been rumored that Capt. 
Jack Oampbel!, who is now in commsnd 
of the Oarondelet d ct will 
be elected to the Chiefship. 


Larry Harrigan and Captain Anton Huepler 
are also mentioned for the place. Police Com- 
missioners Kerwin, Kinkead and McOabe were 
atthe Four Courts to-d 4 The former was 
in consultation with Chief Kennett for some 
— — he expressed himself to a re- 
ter as follows: 

Pere have no official notice of Ohtef Ken- 
nett’s intention to resign, though I know per- 
sonally that he intends to do iso.“ 

„Who will succeed him?’’ 

„Jean not say. Ihave received applica- 
tions and recommendations and listened to 
the centiemen, but 1 do not think we will élect 
a chief next Tuesday. Captain Huebier of the 
Fifth will probably be assigned to the office 
for a week. 

„What are Huebler’s chances?’’ 

„Well, Huebler was Acting Chief whenI came 
in here, andI never in my life was so favor 
ably impressed with a man on such short ac- 

naintance as I was with him. He is a Repub- 
— but the statement that the department 
is to be run in the interest of the party and 
that consequently Huebler cannot be elected 
is all newspaper talk. Toliticians are oppos- 
ing his appointment and trying to run tne 
department, but they w probably 
get left. I do not thfnkait is the 
view of Governor Crittenden to run the de- 
partment in the insterem of the party, andl 
do not believe that he ever made the state- 
ment attributed to him.’’ 

„What are Harrigan’s prospects?“ 

„Well, from wnat I hear I believe that Har- 
rigan knows more about police affairs than 
any man in St. Louts.’’ . 

‘*Will you vote for Harrigan?““

„What about Capt. Campbell?’’

Chief Kennett was seen and asked why he 
intended to resign. ‘*Well, to improve my 
condition is One reason, and again, to escape 
from this abuse that has been hea upon 
me. I have no other reasons. I now have 
three offers to go into other business, one of 
these in this city, but 1 do dot intend to take 
this. Iwill go out West mining again. I fol- 
lowed that before I went on the force for 
seven years.’’ 

„ou will take charge of the mines 
owned by Messrs. Harrison and Simmons, of 
this city, will you not?’’ 

Jam not at liberty tomention the names 
of the parties with whom I am going.“ 

**Who do you think will sueceed vou?“ 

Capt. Campbell, of the First District, I be- 
lieve, will be the next Ohief.’’ 

Who will be elected to the captaincy in 
that event?’’ 

‘*Sergt. Reedy, of the Third District, and 
Sergt. Burke, of the Central, are the most 
prominentiy mentioned. If the board asks 
my recommendation, I will propose Sergeant 
John Burke, who is an efficient officer, and 
who has as good ideas of police affairs as any 
manonthetorce. He has done the best kind 
of duty while at the Union Depot, and I would 
heartily recommend him for a vacant 
Captaincy.’’ 

The board may not accept your resfgna- 
tion, it is said.’’ 

„Well, they will, Ithink. Iam tired of the 
Place. You can lead a horse to water, but you 
can notmake him drink, and I think the board 
will accept the resignation.’’ 

Among other things which the board now 
has under consideration is tae undoing of the 
changes which were recently made. The Cap- 
tains and Sergeants were transterred to strange 
districts for the benefit of the department, it 
was claimed, but it is now posed to change 
them back to their old positions. 

The meeting of the board next Tuesday will 
be a lively one. It was rumored that Seere- 
tary George Gavin, of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, would be removed. The Oommis- 
sioners were seen, but denied any knowledge 
Oi such afact. After siftiug the matter down 
the true inward ness was — A few 
weeks ago a 2 Was pub- 
lished which placed Chief Kennett in a very 
unenviabie light, aud which apparently lacks 
the foundation that such a story should have. 
Whentbe new Police Reiief Association was 
formed, and bef. re the organization was per- 
fected, the Chief of Police was the custodian of 
the funds. When these Were handed back to 
the treasurer ofthe b cara the story gained 
circulation that there wee a short 
age of $1,000. The toundation§ that 
was given to the story, as published, was 
that Secretary Gavin of the Police Board had 
made this remarkable statement. When this 
was told Mr. Gavin he denied that he had ever 
made such & statement to anybody. The story 
was published, however, and Ohiet Kennett at 
once set about making inquiries as to the au- 
thorship, promising trouble to tbe individual 
should he discover him. Jtnow said that the 
Chiet has been assured that Mr. Gavin made 
the statement, and as soon as his resignation 
is accepted on next Tuesdav he proposes to 
call tue matter to the attention of the board 
and charge Mr. Gavin with makjug a defama- 
tory statement. Oatof this grew the story of 
the secretary’s official decapitation, "Mr. 
Gavin has repeatedly provounced the 
publication false and denies that he ever 
made the statement attributed to him 
iu the publication. His friends say that Ohiet 
Kennett nas been wisiedin the premises and 
that he is wrong in Uringing his own and the 
influence of his friends to bear with a view of 
securing the secretary’s discharge, as it 18 re- 
ported heintends doing. Mr. Gavin has been

The remainder of the water is carried by an 
#queduct along the billside, but so arranged 
as to send a portion into the second and third 
pools. It then descends until it meets an aque- 
duct issuing from the lower pool, and has been 
traced in a winding course by Bethlehem to 
Jerusalem. 

The lower pool, sides and bottom, stairs, 
benches and runways, which break the falling 
water, are all cemented with the greatest care. 
A broken section reveals the rock covered 
with a layer of cement several inches thick, 
upon which athiuner course was spread, aud 
finished by a third in finer plaster. The pecu- 


shrubs and patches of grass surround us. On 
the heights far above Bethlehem there are 
goats and sheep upon the rocks, and half con- 
cealed in recessed places other flocks are seen. 
Jet black goats with pendant ears and white 
fleecea sheep are realistic ideals of the flocks 
of Bethlehem upon Judean hills. The wildness 
of those rugged heights culminates in absolute 
sterility.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—A horrible suspi- 
clon that Congress never meant to adjourn 
any more! at all had taken possession of as, 
when the encouraging news came that it would 
adjourn upon 4th of next March, which, 41 - 
though the blessed consummation is still dis- 
tant, yet ts = plank tos arowning mariner. 
As for the talk about adjourning in August, 
it is nothing but a tub thrown to a whale. 
They are having the jolliest kind of a time 
down at the Capitol, bair-pulling and bully- 
ragging eich other, and a good many are 
afraid to go back to their constituents, so they 
stay here and pass appropriations, Sothe- 
times, when the daily bear-baiting is omitted, 
Congress is as dull as the Congressional Cem- 
etery; then again, when the sparring is live- 
ly, itis as gay as a Leadville theater at 4 
o’ clock in the morning. The 
President has spoken in no uncertain 
tone in regard to the jayhubbells that have 
been flying around, and Mr. Hubbell won't 
gettwo per cent out of him. The objection 
to contributing comes generally from the 
Western clerks. There is no Republican in 
the world like a New England Republican, 
and no Democrat is to be found from Mary- 
land to Texas like a New England Democrat. 
The Northern Republicans, therefore, really 
contribute cheerfully, even when pinching 
themselves, while the Western men grow! 
and grumble and give with a grudge. But 
there is no question that there will be more 
independence in the departments in regard to 
campaign subscriptions than for many years, 
in spite of Mr. Hubbeli’s protest that it bas 
only advertised the want aud the subscrip- 
tions are fifty per cent better than two years 
ago. That may be true, but Mr. Hubbell can 
bleed those that will be bled at all for any 
sun; they will give six per cent 


if they will give two, and that is the way Mr. 
Hubbell probably balances his accounts. 
President Barrios left for New York on 
Tuesday. Madame Barrois, who is in deli- 
cate health, did not appear at the White 
House dinner, but went there in the md 
ing to be shown over the bouse. She is ver 
handsome ina South American style, and 
wore a dazzling red satin dress, and a mag- 
nificent collar of diamonds. Nobody knows 
positively whether President Barrios really 
visited the President in the settlement of the 
dificulty between Mexico and Guatemala or 
not, but the supposition is that the President 


maintained his usual sphinx-like 
reticence, and deciined to inter- 
fere. Mr. Romero, the Mexi- 


can Minister, and President Barrios were ex- 
tremely frieudly during the latter’s visit, but 
the astute Mexican was too good a diplomat 
to be anything but polite. 

Last week one of the inmates of the Soldiers“ 
Home committed suicide by hang- 
ing. Under the regime formeriy 
practiced, it Was noticeable that many of the 
veterans fell into extreme despondency. The 
management provided them with necessaries, 
absorbed ail the iuxuries themselves and 
never gave amusements a tbougat. At the 
Soldiers“ Home at Hampton, Virginia, every- 
thing is done to entertain them, and the con- 
sequence isa jollier set of ola feliows never 
Was seen. They have had for years a fine 
band, formed ofthe veterans, and dramatic 
performances became so much a feature with 
them that a theater was built where repre- 
seutations constantly took place. But in 
Washington, besides the pleasure of seeing 
the carriages drive by filled with ladies and 
gentiemen, there is amelancholy lack of di- 
version at the Soldiers’ Home. The Marine 
Band, which is the official band, and belongs 
lo the White House, goes to Cape May for 
a week in August to give concerts, August 
being the month in which Washington puts on 
ita grave clothes and lies donn to die 
the very sound of August is mortuary.
